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Civil  War  Tradesmen’s  Tokens  of  Ohio. 

BY  EDGAR  H.  ADAMS. 

The  woi'k  of  preparing  a comprehensive  list  of  the  tokens  which  weie 
used  in  this  country  during  the  civil  war  period,  between  1861  and  1 864,  in- 
clusive, is  of  such  magnitude  that  it  is  simply  impossible  now  to  bring  to- 
gethei  anj thing  like  a complete  list.  There  are  hundreds  of  varieties  that 
have  not  yet  been  published,  chiefly  due  to  the  fact  that  heretofore  there  has 
not  been  an  adequate  guide.  In  1882  and  1883  The  Coin  Collectors’  Journal, 
published  in  this  citju  furnished  a list  of  these  pieces,  which  was  by  far  the 
most  thorough  which  had  appeared  up  to  that  time.  This  list  was  founded 
chiefly  on  the  Groh  collection,  which  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Ameri- 
can Numismatic  Society  of  New  York,  and  which  is  without  doubt  the  greatest 
collection  of  such  pieces  ever  brought  together.  The  list,  however,  lacked 
quite  a number  of  essentials.  First,  the  metals  were  not  stated. 
Second,  the  nature  of  the  edge  was  not  given,  and,  last,  no  token  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  list  unless  it  bore  the  name  of  the  town  or  city  of  issue.  The 
V 1 iter  has  taken  The  Coin  Collectors’  Journal  list  as  a basis,  and  has  obtained 
the  information  regarding  the  metals  and  edges  from  the  Groh  collection. 
To  this  list  have  been  added  the  varieties  found  in  several  large  collections. 
I am  especially  indebted  to  Mr.  Judson  Brenner  of  Youngstown,  Ohio. 
Mr.  Brenner  has  been  very  kind  indeed  in  his  efforts  to  make  this  list  as 
complete  as  possible.  Through  his  untiring  work  Ave  are  enabled  to  give  to 
oui  readei’s  the  exact  nature  of  very  many  of  the  Indian  head  types. 
This  has  never  been  done  before,  and  will  make  the  work  of  classification 
very  much  easier.  In  the  Ohio  series  particularly  there  were  three  vei-y  dis- 
tinct types  of  Indian  head  reverses  dated  1862  and  an  equal  number  of  the 
same  dated  1863.  These  reverses  have  been  grouped  and  numbered  so  that 
they  may  be  distinguished  without  a great  deal  of  trouble,  and  fairly  good 
illustrations  are  furnished  with  this  initial  installment.  Also  three  plates  of 
reverse  types  are  being  printed  with  this  number,  which  will  serve  as  a guide 
for  those  who  are  interested  in  the  subject.  Care  should  be  taken  of  these 
plates,  as  they  will  not  be  printed  after  the  first  installment.  This  method  of 
classification  was  followed  by  the  Groh  list,  and  has  been  considerably  ampli- 
fied. but  the  numbers  do  not  always  correspond  to  the  latter-named  list. 

In  commencing  with  the  tokens  of  Ohio  it  is  the  intention  to  first  deal 
with  the  State  having  the  most  issues.  There  ai'e  quite  a number  of  col- 
lectors of  the  issues  of  Ohio,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  examine  this  list 
with  care  and  bring  to  attention  any  omissions  or  necessary  corrections. 

As  nearly  all  the  civil  war  tokens  are  about  the  size  of  the  small  cent, 
it  will  be  taken  for  granted  that  each  variety  is  of  about  the  average  size 
except  where  it  is  expressly  stated.  If  the  nature  of  the  edge  is  not  men- 
tioned, it  may  be  assumed  that  the  edge  is  plain.  Where  there  are  two  kinds 
of  edges  in  the  same  metal,  say,  copper,  with  plain  and  reeded  edges,  it  will 
be  given  thus:  CPR.  When  the  design  is  in  copper,  with  plain  edge,  and 
copper  and  brass,  with  reeded  edges,  it  will  be  represented  in  this  style: 
CPCBR.  The  following  abbreviations  will  be  used  for  metals:  S — Silver. 
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C — Copper.  B-  Brass.  N — Nickel.  C-N — Copper-nickel.  Z — Zinc.  WM — 
white  metal.  (This  will  cover  tin  and  lead  where  the  exact  metal  is  not 
known. ) T — Tin.  L — Lead.  GS — Gei  nian  silver.  Comp — Composition.

We  show  above  the  illustration  of  a newly  discovered  specimen  of  the 
famous  New  Jersey  Washington  cent,  which  makes  the  third  that  is  known, 
and  which  is  by  fai'  the  best  specimen  extant  of  this  great  rarity.  The  first 
specimen  that  came  to  the  notice  of  oui'  numismatists  was  discovered  by 
John  W.  Haseltine,  the  veteran  Philadelphia  numismatist,  about  18  74, 
among  a lot  of  ordinary  old  coppers  which  had  been  brought  to  his  store  by 
a man  of  the  neighborhood.  This  piece  found  its  way  into  the  cabinet  of 
Sylvester  S.  Crosby,  the  well-known  Massachusetts  numismatist,  and  later 
it  was  disposed  of  at  the  Parmelee  sale.  It  is  not  known  by  the  writer  who 
is  the  present  owner  of  the  rarity.  The  second  specimen  came  to  notice 
several  years  ago,  and  was  owned  by  George  C.  Arnold  of  Providence,  and 
later  went  into  the  possession  of  Henry  Chapman  of  Philadelphia.  The 
second  specimen  was  in  a state  of  preservation  much  supeidor  to  the  first- 
discovered  piece,  but  unfortunately  had  been  pierced.  The  specimen  above 
came  to  light  within  the  last  year  or  so,  and  is  in  a splendid  condition,  as 
may  be  attested  by  the  above  illustration.  Mr.  Maris,  the  expert  on  New 
Jersey  cents,  gives  this  piece  as  No.  4-C.  in  his  list  of  the  cents  of  New 
Jersey.  The  opinion  has  been  advanced  that  the  piece  was  a pattern  for  a 
United  States  cent,  but  that  it  was  abandoned  on  account  of  bearing  the 
bust  of  Washington. 


lbast(*ni  Railroad  riuH'k. 


On  account  of  the  repi'esentation  of  the  quaint  little  locomotive  on  the 
piece  illustrated  above,  we  believe  it  is  entitled  to  admission  to  the  list  of 
railroad  medals.  This  piece  was  issued,  it  is  conjectui’ed,  by  the  Eastern 
Railroad,  which  we  believe  is  now  a part  of  the  system  of  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad.  The  Eastern  Railroad  was  incoi'porated  in  1836,  and  ex- 
tended from  Boston  to  Portland,  Me.,  a distance  of  about  105  miles.  It 
was  opened  for  traffic  to  Salem  in  1839;  to  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  in  184  0,  and 
to  Portland  in  184  2.  From  the  design  of  the  locomotive  on  this  check  one 
might  suppose  that  it  had  been  issued  some  time  in  the  early  forties,  as  it 
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resembles  the  Rocket  ot  Stephenson,  but  with  a pony  truck  of  four  wheels 
instead  of  two  as  used  on  the  former  locomotive.  The  four-wheeled  pony 
truck  was  an  Ameiican  invention,  and  was  placed  on  a swivel  to  enable  the 
American  engines  to  negotiate  curves  with  facility,  while  the  pony  wheels 
of  the  eai'ly  English  engines  were  rigid.  There  is  another  variety  of  this 
piece  with  the  reverse  showing  the  inscription  “UP  CHECK.’’  The  last 
named  we  have  not  seen.  The  one  above  has  been  struck  in  brass,  and  is 
2 2 mm.  in  diameter.  The  best  authority  on  railroad  medals,  M.  Auguste 
Moyaux,  does  not  mention  this  piece  in  his  work  entitled  “Les  Chemins  de 
Fer  Autrefois  et  Aujourd’hui  et  Leurs  Medailles  Comniemoratives,’’  pub- 
lished at  Brussels  in  19  05,  with  a supplement  in  1910.

The  medal  shov.ui  above  is  one  of  a very  interesting  series  that  have 
been  issued  in  Hispanic-American  countries  in  celebration  of  the  accession 
of  rulers  to  the  thi'one  of  Spain.  This  particular  piece  was  struck  at 
Havana,  Cuba,  in  1760,  upon  the  accession  to  the  throne  of  King  Charles 
the  F'ourth  The  reverse  side  shows  what  purports  to  be  the  coat  of  arms 
of  Havana-  three  castles  and  a key,  while  around  the  border  is  the  inscrip- 
tion GONZALO.  REZIO.  DE.  OQUENDO.  HABANA.  1 760.  This  is  listed 
by  Hen-era  under  No.  6 6,  and  by  C.  Wyllys  Betts  (“American  Colonial  His- 
tory Illusti-ated  by  Colonial  Medals’’)  as  No.  464.  The  latter  does  not  illus- 
trate the  piece,  and  Herrera  fin-nishes  a line  illustration,  so  a photographic 
reproduction  of  it  may  be  of  additional  interest.  Herrera  and  Betts  men- 
tion a larger  piece  of  similar  design,  but  with  easily  distinguishable  differ- 
ences, struck  foi-  Havana,  in  176  0,  respectively  Nos.  6 5 and  4 6 3.  The  name 
around  the  reverse  is  supposed  to  be  that  of  tlie  Spanish  Vice  Roy.  Like  a 
great  many  contemporaneous  proclamation  pieces,  this  one  has  been  cast, 
in  silver,  with  a diameter  of  3 3 mm.

The  Spanish  custom  of  issuing  proclamation  pieces  was  continued  in 
Mexico  after  the  revolution,  and  especially  upon  the  accession  to  the  thi-one 
of  Emperor  Iturbide  I.  Herrei-a  in  his  work  on  proclamation  pieces  nat- 
urally ends  with  the  domination  of  the  Spanish  Kings,  and  no  one,  so  far  as 
known,  has  systematically  taken  up  the  arrangement  of  a list  of  pieces 
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struck  for  Mexico  with  the  single  exception  of  the  late  Benjamin  Betts  of 
this  city,  who  wrote  several  very  interesting  articles  upon  the  subject  of  the 
Spanish-Ainerican  coinage  and  proclamation  pieces,  which  were  published 
by  The  American  JoiirnaJ  of  \ u ni  ismatics,  and  latei-  issued  in  book  form. 
These  publications  now,  however,  are  (inite  scaice,  and  seldom  obtainal)le. 
The  piece  mentioned  above  was  issued  for  the  city  of  Oaxaca,  Mexico,  in 
1822,  as  an  evidence  that  the  city  had  swoin  allegiance  to  the  new  Empeior. 
The  obvei’se  inscription  reads  AI.,  SUPREMO  CONGRESO  IMPERIAL  MEJ- 
ICANO,  with  a crowned  eagle  on  a nopal  plant  in  the  field.  Rev.  .lURADO

The  above  is  one  of  a series  of  rare  proclamation  pieces  that  have  been 
issued  at  Vera  Cruz,  Mexico,  this  one  in  particular  having  been  issued  in 
commemoration  of  the  accession  of  Louis  I.  to  the  Spanish  throne  in  1724. 
This  monarch  had  an  extremely  short  reign.  He  was  the  son  of  Philip  V., 
and  was  born  in  Madrid  on  the  25th  of  August,  1707.  He  was  married  in 
1 7 22  to  Donna  Luisa  Isabel,  daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  Princess  of 
Montpensier.  On  the  10th  of  January,  17  24,  his  father,  Philip  V.,  abdi- 
cated in  his  favor.  Don  Luis  made  his  public  entry  to  Madrid  on  the  follow- 
ing Feb.  9th  and  was  proclaimed  King  of  Spain  and  the  Indies.  He  died, 
without  succession,  on  Aug.  31  of  the  same  year,  leaving  his  father  as  his 
heir,  who  resumed  the  throne,  and  died  on  July  9,  1 746.  Herrera  mentions 
this  piece  under  No.  2 2 of  the  issues  of  Louis  L,  while  Betts  mentions  it 
under  No.  155.  The  diameter  is  3 2 mm.,  and  it  is  cast  in  silver.  The  ob- 
verse inscription  reads  LVDOV.  I.  D.  G.  HISPANIAR.  R.  Rev.  VERA- 
CRVCIS.  PROCLAMATIO.  1 724.  In  the  field  is  a castle  with  three  towers, 
surrounded  by  waves  and  surmounted  by  a cross.  This  design  undoubtedly 
refers  to  the  famous  castle  of  San  Juan  de  Ulloa,  which  stands  upon  an 
island  about  a half  mile  from  the  shore,  opposite  Vera  Cruz.  The  town  is 
said  to  have  been  founded  by  the  Spanish  adventurer  Cortes,  the  full  title 
being  La  Rica  Villa  de  la  Vera  Cruz,  or  the  rich  town  of  the  true  cross.
